1 4. (Currently Amended) A method for producing a fermentation product from starch- 
containing produce, the method comprising: 

treating a starch-containing produce slurry with a first starch hydrolyzing enzyme that 
hydrolyzes starch to oligosaccharide, 

removing insoluable materials from the slurry to obtain a starch hydrolysate-containing 
solution, 

treating the starch hvdrolvsate-containing solution with a second starch hydrolyzing 
enzyme that hydrolyzes starch or oligosaccharide to glucose to obtain a glucose-rich syrup , and 

treating the glucose-rich syrup with a microorganism that converts glucose to a 
fermentation product. 

15. (Original) The method of claim 14, wherein the first starch hydrolyzing enzyme is 
a-amylase and the second starch hydrolyzing enzyme is glucoamylase. 

1 6. (Original) The method of claim 1 5, wherein the fermentation product is wine, 
vinegar, lactic acid, citric acid, or amino acids.
